ATTITUDE CHANlCING 

Before 1914 Glory And In- 
evitability Of War Were 
Stressed 

Strong vivid contrast between wars 
rof ancient-timesiandlthose of modem 
times, to their -rclatiim to society, was 
the feature of the address given by 
Professor, Toynbee yesterday afternoon 
at the People's Forum. 

Before 1914, he stated, there were 
two attitudes toward, war: the first 
glorified It, stressing^ heroism ; of sol- 
diers, dru^ <^<^'^)^^'>Pet8. Vri^e^c; 
ohd attitude was. tluit^ar ynSf^mVL, 
biit a necessary one-ja Jdnd'of Itistu- 
tution that has existed since the be- 
ginntog of mankind; ani Inevitable 
scourge, like dtoeases or death. "After 
all," they woul(l say, ,Vwe mjBt not 
take war' t<» ;serlôudy«i^^^ of it 
huinklnd ..has nuw(i|ed'^to^^ 

Btit . the latter, yief pis slowly but 
surely going, and that to because the 
character of war has changed radically, 
tws become' more intense, more de- 
structive 'than ever ^before In the hto- 
torylof.nianiand. 

The y^ars. 400-100 &,0. show a mark- 
ed .Improvement In tite art of war— 
and at the same . time, a definite de- 
cline to clyputlpn.' '^Tbto can- serve 
as'an' analogy, a whplesotoe lesson for 
i>^^ our times; stated the speaker. 
;ffi^odern times TOr _ was at Its best, 
thjû; to from a social point of .view least 
destructive, to the period between the 
Wars of religion and jthe wars of na- 
iionaltoi," stated the; speaker. "These 
;wara were rather dynastic ones,, 'the 
8p<wt\ot kings.' Thi. armies were 
small to proportion :t6 .the population, 
and the. people as a whiile went on wlth 
their wwk as usual.

Left Hook To The Body 

rrHE left to the body is almost as potent a blow as the hook to, the 
Jaw, silthough the effect of the punch Is of an entirely 'dUTcriênt 
nature. The hook to the chin if landed properly is of far more use as 
a "sleep producer" knockout punch to the uninitiated, for the hook to 
the body, or solar plexus blow merely weakens a man, but so thoroughly 
that it removes not only his wind but also his hitting powers. It finally 
Jays hlni completely open and a foUow-up punch, either left or right, 
straight or hook, aimed a( the vital spot, the jawbone, would Just 
about render the average exponent of the game temporarily "out." 

Tills "No. 4" Blow is considered by many of present day champions

Employ Same Stance 

Tlie stance for this blow is CJtactly the same as that for all othér 
blows. Avoid that tense' féeling 8» common to lUl novices, stàhd up- ' 
right of course, with the , left forwùd well-advanced and , the ; body 
also falling forward slightly/ This is done in order to remove the 
h^bit of sticking out tho chin which beckons as a beacon light to any 
opponent of experience ahd with a hard smash in one of his hands. 
The most essential point when on guard Is to rélax, Just as you would 
in golf or any otller game, where first yôu hit and ttien follow through. 
Do not attempt to halt the punch After it has reaehéd its mark, other- 
wise you will dispel the necessary kick, but follow through. Keep the 
head down or rather the part of it known as thé chin, the only beauty 
feature in the physiognomy which is of interest to the boxer. It is 
one of tho few vital spots in the body ahd a single blow on it can

. Let us try to deliver this blow against an opponent of short and 
stocky 'build, with heavy sh^iulders. His set-up gives him the advAntage' 
of a fast straight left to. the head and a wicked ^ight cross to the Jiw 
but for the sake of our lesson suppose that his body. looks weak »nd 
flabby abdut the waist.

We have already meiitioned the real value of a left hook to the 
body. Its^aim ia to weaken anrlPPPonent and bring -him in line for 
that crushing right hiand puhéh. the right cross. The latter is the most 
dangerous and the hardest dèllvered blow in the., game. It will be 
described next week under the title of Blow No. 6.
